•'I would refer you to the last 
paragraph of our creed: 'That it 
should not be the moons of en- 
tertainment, or charity, or criti- 
cism of school authority, but a 
co-operative, non-partisan, non-

Family Physician, Dies 75 



A man who had given his best 
without thought of remunera- 
tion, as country, town and city 
physician and for three years 
during the Great War as a med- 
ical officer with the Canadian 
army, Dr. Chester Charles Rich- 
ardson died in his 76th year at 
his home in Newmarket Monday 
night. 

Dr. Richardson come to New- 
market In 1933, and gave up 
practice, because of ill health, 

three and half years ago. 

Surviving are Mrs. Richard- 
son, three sisters and a brother, 
Mrs. J. W, Wilkinson, Toronto, 
Wm. D. Richardson, Vandorf, 
and Misses Maude and Louise 
Richardson, Newmarket, 

Dr. Richardson was born in 
Whitchurch township at Van- 
dorf, attended Newmarket high 
school and graduated from the 
University of Toronto in medi- 
cine in 1892. 

He practised medicine in 
Mount Albert for about three 
years and went to Aurora in 
1897, where he married in 1903 
Elizabeth Lauder Rutherford of 
Aurora. In 1912, because of ill 
health, Dr. Richardson gave up 
practice in Aurora, and after 
recovering his health began 
practice in Windsor, where he 
remained, except for his war 
service, until 1933. 

Throughout his life Dr. Rich* 
ardson's principal interest re- 
mained his profession. When 
he took a "holiday" it was usual- 
ly to attend a clinic and keep

ART OF DEBATE

When we were "very young" we learned to 
enjoy a cebste. One of those wonderful teachers 
who inspires End prods her pupils started a 
noni»=r of us off in Hie vnth a vigorous interest 
in pablic affairs 2nd a love for debate. She 
encsKiTBgsS us to read the newspapers st borne 

aad teS about -what ire bad jead in school/ "Hie 
j&ost enthi&astic "carrent -eraser* coaJd never 
lean* that be was not to -steal tlms: ^jseen in the 
paper ..." Among ibe debaters there *w3s one 
hoy who could -pat. iiis ideas in tbe from of notes 
and -when the day of defete came spsak im- 
promptu from ins notes. The test of us nad to 
write out our ideas and, after painful polish ing, 
read from the manuscript. 

The -writers interest in debate continued on 
through high school and university and into 
i 'newsp2perdom. M We have never been able to 
understand why so few people appreciate the 
fundamentals of successful debating, avoiding 
personalities, sticking to the facts, admitting the 
other fellow's case, preferably stating the other 
fellow's strong points before he can state them 
himself. We remember as a reporter hearing 
leaders at the bar stating both sides of a case, 



and giving the court a list of all the cases having 
a bearing on the questions at stake, both the cases 
supporting his own viewpoint and the cases 
supporting the other viewpoint. 

Today we do not admire the type of public 
debate -that is being carried on on the question 
of the extent to which Canada shall or shall not 
socialize her post-war economy. Instead of a 
discussion of the merits and demerits of public 
ownership, of government control and laissez- 
faire, of competition and monoply, there are ac- 
cusations of intended dictatorship tfnd fascism. 
The debater who ignores the other- fellow's good 
points and attributes to him evil intentions 
strengthens the other fellow. His own friends 
may clap him on the back and say, "You told 
him!" but for each one who claps him on the 
back several new supporters join the maligned 
and supposedly worsted opponent. 

A point to remember in today's debate is that 
Canada's C.C.F. party was born out of the 
depression. There was cruel suffering during 
that depression. Some people have forgotten 
that because they never saw any of it There 
was a depression and tijere is a C.C.F. The public 
doesn't want another depression and it is pre- 
pared to put up with quite a few other limita- 
tions, if necessary, to avoid another depression. 
The C.C.F. tells positively how it will avoid 
another depression. It will do things differently. 

A community dominated by public-ownership 
enterprises might not be as pleasant a place to 
live in as the present competitive enterprise com- 
munity. However, there is no reason to think 
that a few more enterprises like the Ontario 
Hydro-Electric and the Canadian National Rail- 
ways would convert Canada into a dictatorship. 
The question is would additional public owner- 
ship add to Canadian prosperity and individual 
welfare. Canadian people would never put up 
with a loss of their essential liberties, such as the 
right to find fault with the government and to 
vote for a different government- 

In reply, it is up to those who believe in a 
large degree of private ownership of business to 
tell how they would do things differently, so that 
there may be no more depressions. And there 
are not a' few on this side of the argument who 
axe offering constructive ideas about government 
control of business as a substitute for govern- 
ment ownership of business, but, in our opinion, 
they are not being helped by those who say that 
the depression was caused by excessive taxation 
and that the way out is even less government in 
business than before .this war.

Will Tell Of Mission 
Experiences In Africa 

Rov. C. Gordon Beacham will 
commence a series of missionary 
services in th e Christian church 
on Sundny. Mr. Beacham first 
went to Africa as a missionary in 
1916. After a time spent in 
language study he entered, together 
with another senior missionary of 
the Sudan Interior Mission, the 
Tangalc tribe territory to open 
mission work. In February. 1917, 
Mr. Beacham and his partner, com- 
pleting a H-dny walk beyond the 
railhead, began the evangelization 
of the cannibal Tangales. 

Within a year these young 
missionaries hud reduced sufficient 
of the language of the Thngales 
to writing" to permit printing of 
the gospel in the language of tho 
people. This constituted a her- 
culean task, as It became necessary 
to catch the language from tho 
peoples mouths, syllabi* by syll- 
able and word by word, reproduce 
it themseUvs orally, reduce It to a 
grammatical and literary system, 
employ It In preaching and teach- 
ing, and. finally, translate Into 
that language the Bible in part or 
whole. 

Mr. Beacham. who comes from 
Now York for the purpose of those 
missionary meetings. \ s tho acting 
deputy-director of the Sudan In- 
terior Mission and lias a great story 
to tell about the doings of God 
among a cannibal people. 

Rev, j. N. Millar, who will be 
associated with Mr. Ileacham dur- 
ing the four missionary davs in 
Nowmarket. has worked for ten 
yoars among a pagan tribe In the 
Sudan ami has many wonderful 
experiences to toll of Cod** deal- 
ings with him and with the people 
during his work In Africa.

One other missionary, who will 
be associated wllh those, services.

During bis last term upon the field 
Mr. Forth worked In north-east 
Nigeria.
